TODAY FROM THE 
NEW YORK PORT 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS TELE-GRAM! 


New York, Aug. 7.—The Ameri- 


can l.ner St. Paul, first trans-Atlan- 
tic vessel to leave New York without 
fear of capture since Great Britain 
and Germany went to war, sailed to- 
day with crowded cabins and steer- 
age for Liverpool. The 
St. 
Paul 


flies tfhe stars and stripes and there- 
fore is not subject to seizure by any 
of the European warships believed 
to be hovermg near the track of 
ocean liners. 


Had the liner twice her accommo- 


dations for passengers she could not 
liave carried all who sought passage. 
She sailed with approximately 450 
aboard, including the 
Duchess of 


Maryborough, who was able to ob- 
tain only a tiny stateroom, but to 
whom another passenger surrender- 
ed more comfortable quarters at tihe 
last minute and as many reservists as 
could be accommodated, Servians 
and Bulgarians predominating. 


The largest consignment of mail 


that ever started across the Atlantic 
on a single vessel was aboard. The 
St. Paul was the only vessel sailing 
from this port today for Europe. 


AMBASSADOR LEAVES.

Hats 
off, boys! It was determiner! that the 
captain's past naval experience well 
titted him 
this occasion. 


James Wiley's 


chief in command on 


excellent hands —

Once 
upon a time an unpleasantness of 
this kind occurred between the com- 
mander ol the canal boat "Northern 
Light" and his culinary assistant.

The legislature at Ohio, on Itey 10, 


1911, 
Volume 102, Ohio Law* page 


132, established a distinct reform in 
the reversal of verdicts and Judg- 
ments on account of technical errors 
when substantial justice bad been 
done the parties. This law was writ- 
ten by Edward Kibler, candidate for 
Judge of the court of appeals in thii 
district, and its passage was personally 
urged by him before committees ol 
the legislature. The law was approved 
by Governor Harmon. It provides that 
reviewing court shall not reverse ver- 
dicts and Judgments which are right, 
no matter what or how many techni- 
cal errors may have occurred at the 
trial in the court below, but that the 
verdict or judgment must be affirmed 
where substantial justice has been 
done, and requires the reviewing court 
to ignore the errors and affirm the 
judgment. This law, has greatly re- 
duced the amount of useless litigation 
and introduced a conspicuous element 
of common sense in the administra 
tion of the law. 


Mr. Kibler had the law Introduced 


in the legislature of 1909, but it failed 
to pass, but his persistency in urging 
its passage In successive legislatures 
was finally rewarded. 


This law has especial application to 


the court of appeals, which is largely 
a reviewing court, and renders Kibler 
of peculiar fitness to enforce this lav, 
and put an end to much useless, pro- 
'onged and expensive litigation.

Both houses of Congress adjourned 


when Mrs. Wilson's death was an- 
nounced, and for a brief time the 
wheels of the government practically 
stopped, while every one paid respect 
to ,the loss of the president. 


The beginning of the end came at 


10 o'clock Thursday morning-, when 
Dr. E P. Davis of Philadelphia who 
had been called in 
for consultation, 


realized that the time for hope had 
passed. He took ths president into 
the red room of the White House, and 
there in a broken voice told him the 
truth. Mr Wilson's 
facr- blanched, 


but he wore the shock well. He was 
informed that the <end was only a 
question of hours. 
Mr. Wilson then 


took his daughters, Mrs W G, Mc- 
Adoo, Mrs Sayre and Miss Margaret 
Wilson, aside and told them of their 
mother's condition. Until then they 
had- thought there was a chance for 
her recovery. 


From that time on the president 


and his 
(laughters 
remained 
con- 


stantly at Mrs. Wilson's bedside. The 
president held his wife's hand, and the 
three daughters were grouped near by. 
Until she became unconscious, Mrs. 
Wilson frequently nodded to one or 
the other and smiled cheerfully. 


During the day Mrs. Wilson spoke 


to Dr. Grayson about.,the president, 
whose health she thought more about 
than she did of her pwn. 


"Promise me," she whispered faint- 


ly, "that if I go, you will take care of

" 


It was the same touch of devotion 


which she had so many times repeated 


—her constant anxiety having been 
Unit the president might not worry 
about her,or he disturbed in his offi- 
cial tasks. 


The president returned to the sick 


room from the last eotilerence with 
the doctor, his three daughters lean- 
ing on his arm. Frames Bowes Sayre. 
and Secretary McAdoo and Secretary 
-Tumulty stayed outside the door. Mrs. 
Wilson, lapsed Into unconsciousness, 
but rallied., By 1, o'clock she began to 
sink rapidly! She could still recognize 
those about, her,-hovve\cr. and looked 
cheerfully toward-them with the same 
sweet smile, that 'will linger long In 
the memory of the many who knew 
her. It was a charactei istic expres- 
sion of sweetness which officials and 
their families as well as people in the 
slums whom she had befriended had 
learned to love. At J o'clock Mrs. 
Wilson was still conscious but her 
strength had almost departed and a 
few minutes later she sank into the' 
sleep of unconsciousness, from which 
she never awoke. 


Kor three hours^the president and 


his three daughters g>ued longingly 
into her eyes in the hope that she 
might speak to them again, but she 
could not. 


The sun was casting its long shad- 


ows from the Potomac to the

grounds, coloring the fountains^ gar- 
dens and elms.

gations calling on 
the president 


wlien he was too busy with other 
matters. Even during her last ill- 
ness she frequently asked to be in- 
formed of the "events of the United 
States and the world. 


The news of the seriousness 
of 


tier illness was kept from the pub- 
lic until Wednesday when it was ad- 
mitted *Jhat her chances of recovery 
were slight. Her condition continu- 
ing to grow worse, Dr. Greyson yes-
